Hill Will Make North Band Road Ter-
minal at Frankfort Opposite
This City—Will Build Great
Grain Warehouses
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PORTLAND, July 21 (Speelal)
—According to the Oregonlan,
Frankfort, a meve speck on the
map on the Washington shore
opposite Astorin, is said to be the
objective point of the Hill read.
Surveys indieate that this old
townsite lying near to deep water
will be the place where the Hill
grain docks will be built. Al of
this talk indleates that water
grades down the lower Columbla
aré to be in & shape to demand
similar surveys further up the
river. That Mr. HIll Intends to
route a large part of his Weatern
Wasliington tonnage up the north
bank road and divert it from the
haul over the Cascades is assured
by the report that he will extend
the line down the Columbia to
“'Jll.ipn Harbor, Lumber and
other freights from that section
will be brought over to the Co-
lumbia and hauled np the viver
over Portland and Soeattle,
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PORTLAND, July 21.~The Oregonian

RIO CONFERENCE

Delegates Convene at Rio Janerio
on Monday.

CONFERENCE IS IMPORTANT

Delegates Will Spend Six Weeks Taking
Up and Settling Viral Questions
—Secretary Root In
Attendance.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—The third
international American conference which

will be called to order at Rio Janeiro,
Monday, is one of a great telology of
American family gatherings during the
close of the past, and the beginning of
the present oontury destined, in the
opinion of publicists, to have a most
important bearing on the future of the
nations of the Western Hemisphere.,
Conoceived In the mind of the late Sec
retary Blaine, the idea of bringiug into
close relations the differont governments
of North, Central and South America
had not only a xentimental and political
but also a business-like side that at
onoe attracted the attention of Europe.
For up to the early '00s, owing in large
part to difficultios of communieation. to
lnek of cables, to the mutuwal absence of
knowledge of the resources of the two
continents of the Western Hemisphere,
the commerce botween North and South
America had been Insignifieant in volume
nl the commercisl nations of Eurfope
were manopolizing the trade of Latin
Ameorien,

First Conference in 1880,

Bo to meet this rondition and to effect
an exchange of natural and manufae-
tured commaodities to the mutual benefit
of the countries of North. Central and
South Ameriea, after many months of
negotintion necessary to  allay the
jealousies of the lesser states, in Octo-
ber, 1880, representatives of all the re-
publics of the three Americas gathered
in Washington and, after a brief tour of
the principal industrinl cities of the
country, were called to order by Secre-
tary Blaino to consider measures for the
common weal.

Many important subjects were dincuss-
ed during that conference; in fact it has
been thought that the program was too
pretentions, bup substantinl results were
achieved. The survey for the intercon-
tinental milway, mow making tapid
steides towand completion, was inaugu-
rated, Provision was made for securing

Emperor Nicholas Takes
Fateful Step at Last

NEW ASSEMBLY CALLED

March 5th, 1907, Time for Con-
vocation of Newly
Elected Assembly.

DICTATORSHIP 15 INEVITABLE

With Dissolution of Parliament Blood-
shed Sure to Come—Group of
Toil Will Issue An Address
to the People,
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8T. PETERSBURG, July 22,
3:15 A, M.—An Impenial Ukase
has been promulgated dissolving
parliament and fixing the time
for the convoeation of the mewly
elected assembly as March B,
1807,

A second ukase places St
Petersburg in a state of extra-
ordinary security by the declara-
tion of & minor form of martial
law, A large part of the provinee
of Kiev, where armed uprisings
are anticipated on scoount of the
dissolution of parlisment, is
placed under martial law, Con-
ditions of the new elections will
ba published later.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 21.—As the
weok closes the dissolution of Parliament
with all the grave possibilities involved
in such an event is staring the country
in the face, and the Emperor, discour-
aged by his failure to form & coalition
ministry, and the distinetly” revolutign-
ary paths which Parlisment has chosen,
has apparently been persunded to risk
n final appeal from Parliament to the
people; or in other words, to dissolve
Parliament and order new elections on
p basis of universal suffrage. A fiual
conference on the subject of proroguing
Parliament is heing held at Peterhof and
word may come at any moment that the
dreaded step has been determined upon.
Exactly, who is attending the conferense
cannot be learned, but it ia understood
the CGrand Duke, General Trepofl and
other court officials and one or two
ministers are at parlance. Probably the
government is not blind to the fact that
n dissolution of Parliament will be ne-
companied by tremendous excitement,
riote and bloodshed, if nothing worse.
Troops are being massed at St, Peters
biurg. Moscow, and olher centers, prepar-
ing to apply physical foree, and great
bodies of additional troops are being
ordered out with the expectancy that
this imposing military array will over.
owe the masses, The socinlista and
the group of toil in Parlinment have pre-
pared for the emergency. They bhave
drafted an address for issuance to the
county the moment dissolution is de-
clared. Bloodshoed on a large seale with
& dictatorabip in the background is con-
sidered the inevitable sequel to the dis-
solution of parliament but the supporters
of dissolution claim ths Emperor must
take the risk, arguing that new elections
may give definite results and that in any
event it s better to fight, than to eb-
jeetly surrender to a revolutionary
Parliament.

THAW, 1S A VILLIAN

Infamous Actions of Murderer of
Architect White.

IMPORTANT LETTERS FOUND

Letters Reveal Fact Thaw Lived and
Traveled Through Europs With
Evelyn Nesbit, Before He
Married Her,

NEW YORK. July 21.—The World to-
morrow will say:

The motive for the murder of Stan-
ford White is indieated in a series of
letters written by Mrs, C. Holman, moth-
er of Mrs, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw to Mr.
White, and after the latter's death
found among his effects, Abraham H.
Hummel of Howe and Hummel, who was
counsel for Mr, Thaw and also for Stan-
ford White, was consulted by the archi-
tect regarding the letters, In them Mrs.
Nsbit Holman complains bitterly of the
conduct of Harry K., Thaw toward her
daughter, mow his wife, and imploring
White to do all in his power to bring
her back to her mother's control.

In the letters Mrs., Holman refers to
Thaw as a scoundrel a villian, and a
man with dangerous intent in his heart.
Bhe tells of an interview she had with
Thaw when they were in Paris, and
declares Thaw wanted her, Mrs. Holman,
to sign an aMdavit to the effect that
Thaw*had never intended to make her
daughter his wife, If appears Thaw be-
came aware of the fact that White had
been appealed to by Miss Nesbit. now
Mrs, Holman, and that the architect
architeet knew of the quartels between
Thaw and his present wife, and also that
Evelyn had told ber stepiather she was
not married to Harry Thaw at the time
they arrived in Europe and were driven
out of the Hotel Cumberland. Thaw at
that time had given a statement, which
wan afterwards corrobrated from Pitts
burg. that he and Evelyn had been mar-
ried while in Europe, Thaw knew White
wiaa the only person, not of his family
who kuew that his statement was false,
and that Thaw did not marry his pres-
ent wife until months later in Pitts-
burg. ‘Just what disposition is to be
made of these letters is not knmown at
present. The letters are kept in a safe
it may be they will be produced if Thaw

whould ever be placed on trial for mur-

der, and Mrs, Nesbit Holman should be-
come u witness.

VANCOUVER. B. C, July 21.—Ten
persons lost their lives in the harbor this
afternoon when the steel steamer Prin-
cess Victoria, which was leaving port for
Vidtarie and Sesttls ran into and cut in)
two, the tug boat Chehalis, with 15 per-
sons on board, bound for the oyster beds
at Bluden Harbor on the northern coast
of British Columbis. The party om the
Chellis included the ownmers of Ehe
beds and representatives of an English
sygdicate. who contemplated the pur-
chase of the oyster beds.

The drowned are: Mrs, R. H. Brice;
Hilda Mason; a litle girl who accom-
panied Mrs, Brice, name unknown; Bar-
ne Benwell, aged 9. son of J, 0. Benwell;
Dr. Hutton. of Rock Bay Hospital, an
expert on oyster propagation, who was
poing north to examine the oyster beds
of Blunden harbor; P. J. Chick, formerly
purser on the steamer Casniar, and sec-
retary-treasurer of the British Columbia
Native Oyster Company; Wm, H. Craw-
ford. a deckband of the Chehalis; two
Japanese firemen, and one cook, said to
be Chinese.

The
steamer Princess Vietoria, following

and cut the tug in two before the speed
of the steamer oould be checked. The
Princess was treveling at o rate of 19
knots, and the Chehalis at eight knots.
when the collission occurred, The Che-
halis was struck amidships and all on
board thrown into the water, The
Princess immediataly stopped, threw
over life preservers, and lowered five
boats, which cruised about for an hour
picking up the six survivors, It is doubt-
ful if the bodies of any missing can be
recovered, so strong is the current at the
seene of the accident.

Inter-Parfiamentary Union Meets
in London.
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MANY NATIONS REPRESENTED
TN e g gl e

Delegates Represent Parliaments of
Twenty Countries—United States
Has Delegates—Bryan There—

LONDON, July 21.—The fourteenth
conference of the inter-parliamentary
union, organized to promote the arbitra-
tion of peace, opens on Mondsy in the
Royal Gallery of the Parliament build-
ing. The delegates represent the parlia-
ments of twenty countries, ‘including
Russin and Mexico, and many of the
Central and South American republies
which have heretofore not participated
in the conferences| The union extends a
specially condial welcome to Russians as
representing the world’s youngest logis-
lature. The United Btates has a dozen
delegates, under the leadership of Con-
gressman Richard Bartholdt of Missonri,
including Theodore O. Burton of Ohio;
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi;
Ebeneger Hill of Connecticut; Ollie M.
James of Kentucky; David L. Granger
of Rhode Island; Hemry M. Goldfogle
of New York, and William J. Bryan, as
a former member of, the United States
Honse of Representatives, The most im-
portant business of the conference cen-
ters around two propositions of Barth-
oldt, submitted in behalf of the Ameri-
can delegation to the Brussels conference
of 1906. _

The first propose: an international
congress and the second s model arbi-
tration treaty. to be submitted to the
next conferemce of the Hague, The re-
ports of the two committess appointed
at Brussels just issued favor both pro-
positions with certain modifications, The
arbitration treaty is favored as it rep-
resents & compromise between the pro-
posals of Bartholdt and those of Ernest
Von Plenor, formerly Austrian minister
of commerce, and makes arbitration or
any appeal to the Hague commitiee ob-
ligatory in a number of specified cases,
Tt excludes any question sffecting vital
interests, of national independence or
sovereign authority, The Americans in~
sisted upon the specification of thess
features in order to meet the objeetions
of the American senaly to granting an
